N the laft Mail from Lisbon, came Letters 
from Madrid that brought the following De- 
cree in Spanifh. A Tranflation of which, was 
given us by a Gentleman, to be communi- 
cated to the Publick. 


the Decree of His Catbolick Majefty, with bit Reafons 


for taking into hx Own Hands the Money fav'd out 
of the Flota, 


[' being et that thefe Kingdoms are in dan- | 


ger to be Invaded the enfuing Campaign,by thofe 
Maritime Powers who endeavour'd it the laft, when 
with the help of God, and the Courage of my Sub- 
jeas in Andalufia, thofe Dangers were averted, to 
the Glory of Religion, and with Triumph of their 
Fidelity : and whereas fuch is the condition of the 
Royal Treafury by the Obligations which hitherto 
ithath difcharg'’d, that it cannot poffibly furnith the 
neceflary Sums with that readinefs as is requifite, for 
the Common Defence of all my Kingdoms, which 
equally find themfelves in Danger, being eafily ac- 
cefible, and efpecially by the Seas ; for which rea- 
fon the important Kingdoms and Maritime places of 
Italy and the Iflands of the Mediterranean ought 
not to be found Unprovided, nor the Frontiers of 
Afftica neglected, fome of which are threatned, that 
of Ceuta afflicted feveral Years, wherein many 
Subjects have facrific’'d their Lives, and great Sums 
have been confum’d to maintain it : Foraf{much like- 
wife, as German Troops continue in the Neighbor- 
hood of the Mantuan and Ferrareze, and. divert the 
Forces with which his moft Chriftian Majefty, my 
Lord Grandfather , could otherwife augment his 
Armies in his and my Defence, as well as part of my 
Forces which are now joyned with his moft Chri- 
ftian Majefty’s, in thefe Frontiers, and which other- 
wife I could employ to the fame purpofe: And 
whereas norwithftanding*my Subjects of thefe King- 
doms of Caftile have often contributed great Sums, 
and do actually now: demonftrate their Love in aifift- 
ing with what is neceffary to Support an Army for 
the Defence- and Seturiry of my Frontiers ; yet 
thefe Methods ftill falling fhort, and wanting confi- 
detableAdditions for campleating the neceffary Forti- 
fications and Defence that may hinder the Entrance 
of the Enemy. into our Ports, and their Landing in 
fuch places where otherwife they might, (and which 
there are too great Grounds to apprehend they may 
attempt) if not provided with Artillery, Ammunition 
and other Neceffaries. (The Obligation of Govern- 
ing well, and the Laws ot Confcience making it ne- 
ceflary to take due Precaurions, both thefe Confide- 
fations have moved me a fecond time to a refolution 
‘o put my felf at the Head of an Army on the firft 
notice of the Enemies motion againft thefe King- 
doms, to affift with my Care, Kindnefs and Power 
and Maintain them at Coft and 
azatd of repeated Dangers,and even at the expence 
of my Blood.) Posibtenten, whereas thefe Prepara- 
Hons require large.and immediate Sums,(as may eafi- 


ly be confidered, which theTreafury cannot fupply, 


being already drain’d, as appears by Examination, 
Submitting to this Evident Truth, being {atistied 
with the Reafons that induce me to make a Repri- 
fal, for what belongs to the Royal Treafury of the 
Plate which the laft Flota under the Command of 
Don Manuel de Velafco brought home, out of the 
Effects which ‘tis not to be doubted our Enemies 
the Englith and Dutch have therein, fince an ill Cu- 
ftom has been introduced of concealing them a- 
gainft my Intereft, as alfo againfttheirs that have 
it, L have refolved for all thefe Motives to 

eimburfe my felf by this Reprifal of Four Millions 
of Pieces of Eight. And forafmuch as this Sum is 
not fufficient for the convenient and unavoidable Dif- 
pofitions of this Campaign, and for fecuring Religion 
and theKingdom,as alfo for fatisfying what is due to 
ourAllies,and helping in fomeMeafure his moft Chri- 
ftian Majefty , our Grandfather, whereby he may 
continue henceforward the fame Charges he has been 
atin fo great Disburfements : Thefe confiderations 
having moved theTribunals andCouncils of the Na- 
tion to concurr in the like opinion, and to fhew their: 
Zeal for my Service and the Good of the Kingdom ; 
Thefe, with the moft approved Councels and unde- 
niable neceffity we are under, have made me re- 
folve to take a further part of this Treafure by 
way of Loan, and therefore I agree thar there be ta- 
ken, out of it other two Millions of Pieces of Eight, 
which ’tis my will and command hall be fatisfied to 
the Commerce out of the firft Effects chat enter into 
my Royal Coffers in the Kingdom of Peru and 
Mexico; the Commerce chufing fuch Effects and 
fuch form of Payment as fhall be to their moft in- 
tire Satisfaction with Intereft of 8 per Cent. until the 
Principal be Repaid ; and I command that after the 
faid Six Millions of Pieces of Eight are received into 
my Treafury, all that remains of what was brought 
by the Flota, be deliver’d to the Commerce, which 
fhall enter into Obligations to fatisfie for whar is di- 
rected to particular Perfons independant of the Com- 
merce, Viz. Sallaries of the Officers of the Council 
of the Indies, and thofe-of the Inquifition for Pious 
Works and Alms, dedwicting only from them the 
Charges of Tranfportarion ; fatisfying at the fame 
time with the remainimg Quantity as far as it will 
reach the Traders who. ate Friends to this Crown 
with refpective Proportions, who are alfo to be con- 
fider’'d .as Creditors to the two Millions which I 
have taken by way of Loan ; and I do declare that 
thefe Six Millions fhall be intire, over and above 
300000 Pieces of _— which are already confumed 
in the Preparations for this Campaign, or been {pent 
in affifting to oppofe the Hoftilities committed by the 
Enemies at Vigo, or expended on divers Emergen- 
cies, all which hall be plac’d to rhe Account of the 
Effects which in this Flota came on my Royal Ac- 
count, or which might arife from the Donatives and 
all otherDuties which belong to me; and if the afore- 
{aid Summs which have hitherto been fpent and con- 
fumed exceed what by right Computazion is due to 
me, the Overplus fhall be confidered as an Augmenr 
tation of the Loan of the two Millions of Pieces cf 
Eight ; fo that there fhall remain effectually from 
this inftant at my Order and Difpofition the aforefaid 
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Six Millions of Pieces of Eight. Moreover, ix being 
fo important and of fo great convenience for the 
Commerce of Spain and that of the Indies, that 
Gallcons, as 1 have already refolv’d, fhould de- 
part fpeedily for Terra Firma; Above the faid 
Quantity, it’s neceffary there fhould be taken by way 
of Loan, and with the exprefs’d Conditions 300000 
Pieces of Eight for the Equipping of Galleons, which 
is a Matter no lefs Urgent, nor of: lefs Importance 
for promoting the Common Caufe, defending the 
Faith, and fecuring my Subjects in their Liberty. 
"The Sums which thefe Confiderations have oblig’d 
me, with extream Grief, to take, I fhall have the 
Comfort to fee diftribured by an Authoriz’d Hand, 
employ’d only to the ends aforefaid, not confenting 
that any part fhall’be applied otherwife, being only 
‘ro be iflued out by my Order with his Advice for 
fach juftifiable Ends, and accordingly name from 
this inftant the Cardinal Portocarrero, And I com-. 
imand that) the. Six Millions of Pieces of Eight be 
conducted .tomy Treafury, and put in his Difpofal, 
thathe may. diftribure the fame with my Order, 
imploying fuch Rules . and. Perfons as he thinks fir, 
that a clear-aecowit may be.kept, and pay what I. 
fall order ‘with’ an. Inhibition vo all Tribunals and 
Offices co intermeddle in it. And for.the performing 
all herein expre(s’d, . I command there be given to: 
the Commerce, as well as others who may be con-' 
cern'd, Difpatches and Certificates as fhall be ne- 
weffary, conformable to the Contents of this Decree.. 
On fight of which, thall be given without lofs of 
time the moft precife Orders for dividing and con- 
veying to this Court the above Sum ; delivering at 
the fame time to fuch Perfons impower’d by the 
Commerce, the teft of the Effects which thall remain 
of the’ Treafure of the faid Flota, and what elfe 
Lied thereto belongs. And fo thall ir be underftood, &c.
